THE CAUSES OF DEFEAT. 

Tux Tmbuneg is presenting the views of a 
number of the late Congressional candidates, 
some of whom were elected and others not 
elected, as to the causes of the Republican 
defeats in the fall elections. All such views 
are likely to be eolored to sume extent by 
personai theories and local influences. but 
there is a pretty general agreement upon cer 
tain conspicuous features which are ample 


to account for the evideut popular desire to 
| rebuke certain elements and certain tenden- 


cles in the Republican party. These obvious 
causes meaty be briefly restated to advantage 
in order that the warning given by the peo- 
ple may not go unheeded. 

1. Boss rule in one shape or another was 
the stumbling-block in the way of Republio- 
un success in the Eastern States. In Penn- 
sylvania a direet issue was made within party 
lines against the Cameron dietation. The de- 
tent of the Republican party in that State 
was assured from the moment the Independ- 
eut Republican movement was organized. It 
was scatcely within the range of possibility 
for either the Cameron wing or the Inde- 
pendent wing of the Republican party to carry 
the State; the Democrats were the benefici- 
aries of the split. In New York boss rule as- 
serted itself in a somewhat different guise. 
There was a direct interference by the Na- 
tional Administration in the State election. 
An Administration candidate was put for- 
ward by methods for which he found it nec- 
essary to apologize in his letter of accept- 
ance. The people of the State revolted 
against the deuble wrong that had been com- 
mitted — Administration interference aud 
fraudulent methods—and resolved to over- 
whelm the Administranon by a vote which 


main from Republicans. There can be no 
dispute as to the cause of Republican defeat 
in either of these two States. 

2. The reason for the change in public 
sentiment in the Western States is equally 
apparent. It was the prohibition issue 
which did the business. In some States the 
Republican party was openly committed to 
the encouragement and promotion of coercive 
teetotalism, and in all the others there was 
enough suspicion of an affinity between the 
Republicans and the prohibition cranks to 
alarm the Germans and drive them over to 
the support of the Democrats. In Ohio Gov. 
Foster and the Cincinnati Gazette carried the 
anti-liquor campaign to extremes. Probibi- 
tion was not directly in issue, but insistance 
upon Sunday closing and penal legisia- 
tion for the control of the liquor traf- 
fic were as effective as prohibition 
would have been in alienating the Ger- 
man vote. In Indiana the Republicans 
were fully committed te the submission and 
adoption of a prohibition amendment to the 
Constitution. In Iowa the reaction came 
from the previous adoption of a similar 
amendment. The defeat of St. John in Kan- 
sas in spite of a Republican majority of over 
60,000 shows what prohibition has done for 
the Republicans in that State. In Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Lilinois the effect of the pro- 
hibition agitation could be noted In the can- 
paign nimost as clearly as it was recorded in 
the vote. The Germans everywhere took 
fright at the threatened prohibitory tegisla- 
tion, and thé Christian“ Democrats every- 


| where voted for their regular party candi- 


dates withogt regard to the temperance 
question. rule was that the Republicans 
lost the prohibition vote because they would 
not go far enough and the German vote be- 
cause they went too far, while the Democrats 
held all their own and galned from the Re- 
publican defection. 

3. There was a reflex action from these two 
chief causes which extended to both Eastern 
and Western States. There was uo issue as 
to boss rule or National interference in Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, IIIIiuols, Wisconsin, Iowa. 
or Kansas, but that issue had become so 
glaring in New York and Pennsylvania that 
the free-thinking Republicans in the West 
were in full sympathy with the Independents 
in the East, and were willing to encourage 
the revolt against bossisin by letting their 
own elections go by default. So in the East- 
ern States generally the prohibition question 
was not directly in issue, but the free-think- 
ing Republicans of that section resented the 
influence of the fanatics in the Western 
States, and were as reconciled to Republie an 
defeat in the West as they were anxious for 
it in the East. 

4, Added to the two principal causes, which 
are so plain that there can be no dispute 
about them, there was a general apathy re- 
sulting from a feeling that the Republicans 
in Congress were doing little but squander 
the public moneys, grabbing the offices, and 
letting affairs drift in any channel they 
might take. There is ho doubt that the long 
session of Congress last winter furnished 
considerable warrant forthis public judg- 
ment. There was no vigorous effort to re- 
shape the tarirf or reduce taxation, but an al- 
most universal tendeney to lavish public 
moneys in pensions and appropriation bills 
of the river and harbor style. There was no 
sign that Congress felt the force of pubjic 
opinion. On the contrary, the persistency 
shown by the Hubbell committee amounted 
toa plain defiance of public sentiment. If 
this was to be the course of tumgs under Re- 
publican auspices the people concluded that 
a change to the Democrats would not make 
matters any worse, and they looked forward 
to the result of the elections with indifference, 

It is of no use to go further to find causes 
for the Kepublican defeat. The various local 
and personal influences are unimportant, 
The people have given their warning as they 
did in 1874. It remains to be seen whether 
the Republican leaders and politicians will 
heed it. The short session of Congress this 
winter will largeiy determine this. question. 
it is not any reorganization of the machine, 
but amore steadfast purpose and greater 
harmony in the direcuon of economy. and 
civil-service reform, which the Republican 
party needs as a means to retrieving the 
ground lost in the late elections,

FREE GANALS IN NEW YORE. 

The free canal amendment, which was 
adopted by the peopie of New York at the 
recent election, is regarded with general 
favor in that State, and the result of it has 
been stated ‘very concisely and clear- 
ly by ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dorshéimer, member 
of Congress elect, in au interview with a 
representative of the New Tork World. The 
great advantage of the amendment, as it is 
regarded by Mr. Dorsheimer, is not so much 
the abolition of the tolls as it is the certainty 
that the canals now can be saved from a dan- 
ger which threatened them under the Con- 
stitution, as it prohibited any expenditure 
upon the canals in any one year in excess of 
the revenue of the previous year, At any 
tame hitherto, if a serious break had hap- 
pened, they might have been thrown ont of 
use. Now the Legislatute can appropriate 
any sum necessary to keep them in repair. 

Mr. Dorsheimer further is of opinion that 
the abolition of tolls will increase to some 
extent the traffic upen the canals, though 
flour, beef, pork, tobacco, hemp, and some 
other commodities and all west-bound freight 
have long been upon the free list, but as a 
rule business must depend upon the laws of 
supply and demand, as in the case of all other 
carriers. There are now no obstacles in 
the way of the boatmen except the actual 
cost of carriage. In good years they will 
make profits as large or larger than ever be- 
fore, and in bad years they will be better 
able to compete with other carriers,” 
So far as the cost of the canal 
is concerned, Mr. Dorsheimer thinks it 
need not average over $500,000 per year, asa 
large saving will be made in the present ex- 
penditures by the abolition of all officers and 
machinery for the collection of tolls, and as 
the canals will now be taken outof politics 
and conducted on business principles they 
are more likely to be better cared for than 
they were before. Aste the influence of the 
change upon railroads he is quite certain 
that when the canals are prosperous the 
railroads will be. “ Whatever increases the 
population and business of this city,” says 
Mr. Dorsheimer, and of the towns and 
cities of Central New York will add to the 
movement over the railroads. There will be 
more passengers and more of those kinds of 
trelght which enter into daily consumption. 
lsee noantagonism between the legitimate 
function of the railroad and that of the 
canal,” | 

Unquestionably Mr. Dorsheimer is righ 
when he asserts that there is no antagonism 
between the legitimate functions of the two 
carriers, but that view of the situation did 
not enter largely into the agitation which 
has resulted in making the canals free. The 
people of New York were convinced that if 
tolls were abolished the canal would be a 
check upon the railroads and would prevent 
the scandalous and mis¢ehievous, if not crim- 

inal, combinations to keep up freight rates 

and levy an onerous tak upon the producers 

of the country. This is the great benefit 

which the people of New York will expect 

from their votes to make the canals free,

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MR. WEED ON CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

All the utterances of the veteran politician, 
Mr. Thurlow Weed, are read with interest. 
He is literally an encyclopedia of political 
facts, as well as a keen observer of public 
events; and he usually throws a strong light 
on the subject discussed. But this can hard- 
ly be said of his handling of the subject of 
the civil service in his recent card.“ He 
seems to support the partisan patronage the- 
ory, but it is evident that he does so as a sort 
of vindication of his own political career. 
Mr. Weed, more than any other man in the 
United States, has been the Warwick of our 
politics. And in that capacity he has been 
closely connected with the spoils system. 
His card is plainly an attempt to justify the 
system. He cites the fact that four Presi- 
dents—Washington, Jackson, Grant, and 
Lincoln—were rewarded with two executive 
terms in consideration of the high military 
and civil services they rendered to the coun- 
try,” and seems to think that this circum- 
stance constitutes an argument against the 
soundness of the popular theory in regard 
to the civil.service. For he adds immedi- 
ately: |

Surely Mr. Weed does not wish to be un- 
derstood as claiming that these distinguished 
Presidents were rewarded with two terms 
by the people because they rendered partisan 
service!

Weed confuses the subject by assuming a 
parallel between the choice of a President 
and the appointment of a letter-carrier or 
an inspector of customs. It is hardly neces- 
sary to say, of course, that the civil-service 
agitation has no relation whatever to elective 
officers. And this fact entirely destroys the 
force of the citation of the case of the four 
two-term Presidents. But Mr. Weed shows 
still more broadly the absurdity of the spoils- 
system practice in illustrating it by his own 
experience. He says: 

Many Governors and several Presidents have 
voluntarily assign o me the selection of large 
numbers of public of 2 degree. I 
have chosen men always for their fitness for the 
place, and bave usually been able to find them 
within the ranks of those who had heiped my 
party to power. But often Democrats have been 
retained because they seemed to be very expert 
and useful, and I have Kept a good many Demo- 
orats in ottice du last forty years because 
of their exce lency. 

Let it be admitted that Mr. Weed per- 
formed the delicate duty intrusted to him with 
rare fidelity and great wisdom. But the ut- 
ter absardity of his making appointments at 
all is the main pol „Many Governors 
and several Preston delegated their con- 
stitutional prerogatives to a private individ- 
ual! This is certainly a very anomalous 
condition of adminis And it is one 
of the glaring abuses of which civil-service 
reformers coniplain. They complain that 
OCongressmen and private individuals (poli- 
ticlans) make appointments which the Con- 
stitution declares shali be made by the Presi- 
dent. It is not the N province of 
any Congressman of of any private in- 

appointments to 
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no unprejudiced man will deny. The ap- 
bolntees of Congressmen and private indi- 
viduals are expected to render a dual service, 
a service to the Goverment and a service to 
their patrons. Out of this abuse bossism 
r assessments have grown.

THE FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE. 

A Congressional committee is in session in 
New York City to inquire into the causes of 
the decline of American shipping, and pre- 
sumably to suggest some remedy for @ con- 
dition of things which has practically ban- 
ished the American flag from the high seas. 
If this work were undertaken honestly and 
thoroughly it would probably be the most 
important to which Congress could turn its 
attention at this time. The emancipation of 
American commerce from the enibargo 
which was put upon it by the War and the 
tariff would be an achievement large ehough 
toinsure the political success of any party 
that should accomplish it. Whether the Re- 
publicansshail leave this work for the Demo- 
crats to do, or whether the Democrats will do 
it if they be given another opportunity (hav- 
ing failed to make any headway toward it 
during the six years in which they controlled 
Congress), is a question that at once puzzles 
and discourages the American people. 

‘Lhere is one influence that may be counted 
upon under all conditions to stand in the 
way of shipping reform. It has promptly 
put in an appearance before the Congression- 
al committee now in session. It is the 
American shipbuilding influence of Penn- 
sylvania and Delaware, backed by the entire 
protection influence of the Eastern States. 
It is represented conspicuously by John 
Roach, but he has his proxies. One of 
these, Mr. Potts of Philadelphia, presented 
his program to the Congressional committee 
in the following terms: 


Pirst—Limit American registration to Amer- 
ican- built ships, as at present. 

Second—instead of confining National aid, in 
case Of irou steamships, to excepting foreign 
shipbuilding materials from duties, provide the 
larger and more seurching remedy hereafter 


unmed. 

Inird— Provide for the payment of certain 
rates of compensation to all American-built 
iroa steamsbips lauuched prior to Jan. 8. 189%, 
whose majority interest is owned by American 
citizens or by American corporations, or whose 
conditions — with the other requirements 
1 hereafter. | 

ourth—Such vessels, in order to Devome or 
remain entitled to such payment, should be able 
to carry at least 1.000 tons of cargo. Their offi- 
cers should be Ameftican citizens. They should 
be engaged in the foreign ocean carrying trade. 

Fitth—The payment should be based upon 
actual cowwmercial service performed, and when 
the service ceases the payment shouid stop. 

Sixth—The paymeat should be large in the be- 
ginnine, and should be gradually reduced from 
year to year, until it ceases altogether. 

Seventh—The unit of service upon which 
service should be based shou, be each 100 miles 
run, rating only the direct distance ween 


poin 

Eighth—The sum to be paid per unit of serv- 
ice should be determined only after careful con- 
sideration. It may, however, be mentioned that 
the French Government has recently fixed upon 
figures which would in the first year give a total 
compensation somewhat in excess of 40 cents for 
each 100 miles. 


All this is a mere paraphrase of the policy 
which has governed the shipbuilding and 
commerce of the country during the last 
twenty years. American capital is not to be 
permitted to buy ships where it can buy 
them cheapest, but shipbuilders and ship- 
owners are to be supported by Government 
subsidies and public taxation. Tat is the 
Pennsylvania plan. It is a fraud on its face. 
It has been tried and has failed. It is a mere 
subterfuge designed to swindle the people 
out.of their money after robbing them of 
their commerce, It is suggested to maintain 
a tariff system which by its excesses and in- 
iquities has shut off the American people 
first from selling their manufactufes in the 
foreign markets and next from carrying for- 
eign commerce. It would be adding insult 
to injury to ask the American people to pay 
a premium in the shape of subsidies for the 
maintenance of such a system, ahd itisa 
piece of impertinence foranybody to suggest 
such a plan to a committee of Congress 
which is supposably engaged in an honest 
effort to remedy a great, radical evil, 


A RESH BLOW AT THE POPE. 

The rapid strides made by Italy in securing 
personal rights and in divorcing the temporal 
from the spiritual power are once more ex- 
emplified, The case in itself is one of trifling 
importance, involymg merely a question of 
debt, but the principle involved is one of ex- 
traordinary importance, as the décision of 
the Italian courts which affirms it reduces 
the Pope in all temporal matters to the level 
of the Italian citizen, enjoying the same 
rights and liable to the same responsibilities. 

The legal proceedings involved the juris- 
diction of the Vatican. An Italian architect 
named Martinucci, who had been employed 
many years in making repairs within the 
Vatican, held a claim against the Papal stew- 
ard or major-domo for work which he had 
performed. For the settlement of this and 
similar claims the Pope established something 
like a commission within the walls of the V at- 
ican, but Martinucci, evidently fearing that he 
would not obtain justice before it, went toa 
secular court outside the Vatican and 
brought his suit. The Pope was represented 
by counsel, who claimed that the court had 
no jurisdiction over matters occurring in the 
Vatican, basing the claim upon the ground 
that the Pope has never yielded his rights as 
a temporal sovereign, and hence the State 
has ho right to invade the sacred province 
of the Vatican. The court decided in favor 
of the Pope’s steward so far as the mere 
debt was concerned, which is a matter of no 
moment, but it overruled the Papal counsel’s 
plea ot want of jurisdiction, which is a mat- 
ter of vast moment to Italy, as it opens the 
Vatican to the sovereignty of the King in all 
temporal concerns. ‘The case Was thereupon 
appealed to the higher or Court of Appeal, 
where the Papal counsel made the same 
claim only to be defeated again, as the higher 
court aflirmed the decisidn of the lower in 
the matter of jurisdiction. : 

The effect of this decision is to make the 
Pope and his household amenabje to the 
civic laws witbin his own bailiwick of the 
Vaticah, and against it he cannot plead the 
Papal guarantees,.as he has always declared 
he never accepted them, basing his sover- 
eiguty upon inherent right, which is strong 
as a theory, but when i is hrought to appii- 
cation must involve Me question of force. 
As the matter of fact at issue—nuamely: the 
debt—was decided against the architect, no 
judgment can be enforced, but the principle 
remains, and hi any future case which may

There is nota 
court in Europé that would dare to incur the 
political complications which would ensue 
should it come jo the aid of the Pope as 
against the Italign Government. Had the 
Pope accepted guarantees, which the 
Government has always carried ont until 
now, his ease would have been stronger, as 
under those guarantees he was Invested with 
the privileges of royalty within the territory 
of the Vatican. In refusing them, however, 
he has sawed off the limb on which he was 
sitting, and if, as he now finds himself, 
he is merely a spiritual sovereign in 
the view of the law he has no 
remedy unless he jean bring force from 
without to help him.) Whence is that force 
to come? What Power in Europe would 
dare to annul the principle laid down in the 
Italian law courts ? Certainly not Germany, 
Austria, or England, France used to be the 
daughter of the church, but she was not 


then a Republic. Spain might at one time, 


but the days of Spanish power are over, and 
besides this, if she should protest or take 
any steps to rescue the Pope that act would 
make her a Republi¢. It is a little matter, 
the architect’s debt, but it has shown that 
the world is slowly but surely moving to- 
wards the complete divorce of Church and 
State and that the old dogma of the divine 
right of Kings to rule and of prelates to 
control temporal affairs has no longer vital 
power. 


WHILE admitting the rebuke of the elec- 
tion, the friends of the Administration say the 
President brought it pon himself by not carry- 
ing out his policy more thoroughly and ag- 
gressively. They call upon him to reéstdblish 
himself in the good graces of the party by 
throwing over all the traitors.

Itis a gratifying feature of the popular 
disgust with bossism that it does not subside 
with time. From the time it began, more than 
two years ago, it has gone on steadily increas- 
ing. Mr. Conkling thought it was « merely tem- 
porary exhibition and would soon pass away, 
but he was mistaken, The people do not return 
to aleader whom they have tried and found 
wanting. Mr. Conkling bas gone out of politics 
forever. Mr. Cameron has started on the same 
road, and President Arthur will follow when bis 
accidental term reaches its end. The country is 
through with all ot them and their kind, and 
nothing that auy one of them can do will be 
competent to change his fate.—New York Trib- 
unn.

The United States transit of Venus Com- 
mission, by which the plan of the observa- 
tions has been formed, consists of Vice-Ad- 
miral Rowan, Superintendent of the United 
States Naval Observatory, Prof. J. E. Hil- 
gard, Superintendent of the United States 
Coast Geodetic Survey, and Profs.

It will be seen that four stations have been 
selected in the southern, and four, including 
Washington, in the northern henisphere. 
It is hardly to be supposed that bad weather 
or other accidents can prevent success at all 
the southern of aiail the northern stations; 
and if satisfactory results are obtained at 
even a single station ii each hemisphere, a 

determination of the distance of the 

sun will be secured. ‘The Boston Advertiser 
says: At the transit: of 1874 the photo- 
graphic method adopted by our countrymen 
proved its superiority oY furnishing pictures 
which have singe been found eapable of sat- 
isfactory measurement. This method was 
first brought into practical use in 1870 by the 
late Prof. Winlock, at Iiarvard College Ob- 
servatory. Its main feature is the employ- 
ment ofa statiopary lens of long focus, upon 
which the sunlight is thrown by a plane 
mirror. A picture of the sun is thus ob- 
tained nearly free from optical distortion. 
The qguccess of 1874 has induced the Ameri- 
can astronomers to rely greatly upon pho- 
tography in their observations of the coming 
transit. The improvements in tne photo- 
graphie art itself which have been made dur- 
ing the past eight years give strong ground 
for the expectation that the pictures of the 
sun obtained on Dee. 6 will be still better 
than those taken in 1874, Instead of wet 
plates, dry . prepared by the emulsion 
process, will now be employed. This will 
diminish the risk of irregular shrinking of 
the film of cbdllodion, and will permit a 
larger number of photographs to be ob- 
tained ina given time. The last advantage 
will be of extreme importance if 
cloudy weather prevails, so that the observers 
will have only occasional brief 
the sun on the day of the transit.

Rivalry in Buliding Among Northwest- 


ern Roads.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 17.—The jealousy 
with which the two rival roads, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Chicago & 
Northern, watch each other’s movements in 
the extension of their lines into the North- 
western territory is amusing as well as decid- 
edly interesting to those who take an inter- 
est in railroad matters. Just at present both 
of these roads are extending their lines into 
the newly explored regions of Dakota Terri- 
tory as rapidly as immigration will warrant 
them in doing so, and they heep up the race so 
even thatit is in a measure exciting. The 
Northwestern is now at work onaline which 
when completed will extend from Iroquois, 
on the Fort Pierre Line, near Huron, Dak., 
in a southeasterly direction to meet the ex- 
tension in Iowa, now having its terminus in 
Calliope. This will cut directly through the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Company’s 
territory, The grading on this line is al- 
ready completed from Iroquois south thirty 
miles to Salem. { 

The St. Paul Company, on the other hand, 
will, it is asserted, build a line southeast 
from Sioux City to the nearest point on its 
Council Bluffs line, and then make such ex- 
tensions as will give it a direct line from the 
latter point through to Aberdeen and as far 
beyond as that line will in time extend. The 
St. Paul M has also, it is understood, 
made the survey for a branch thirty miles in 
length, to run directly west from Aberdeen, 
Dak., which will in all probability be built 
next summer.

SMALL-POX. 


The Scourge Certain to Be Epidemie in 
Cincinnat: as Soou as Cold Weather 
Sete In— Four Thousand Cases and 
Fifteen Handred Deaths in That City 
Since Aug. 24. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaec orn. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 17.—Capt. Wilson, of 
the Sanitary Department, said tonight for 
publication that the report. that false state- 
ments of the number of cases of small-pox in 
the city had been given to the public was 
true. He says that the order from the Health 
Office to withhold the real facts regarding 
the ravages of small-pox from the public was 
given by Heaith-Officer Bramble on Aug. 24. 
Since that date no one has seen the correct 
list of cases except two or three employés of 
the department. Special lists have been 
prepared in which the number of cases was 
greatly reduced, and have been prepared 
regularly since that date, and it has been to 
these special lists that the newspaper report- 
ers and others in quest of information have 
been referred. ‘The reports that have been 
published have for that reason, from 
week week, contained a much less 
number of cases than was shown by the 
books of the department. The correct num- 
ber of cases since the disease appeared seems 
to have been over 4,000, and the number of 
deaths about 1,500. It is supposed that 
the Health Officer, who refuses to make 
any explanation of the matter himself, 
had two objects in view in giving out the 
false reports. One was to strengthen him- 
self before the public by creating the im- 
pression that he was ridding the city of 
small-pox, and the other was to prevent the 
trade of the city from being injured. Now 
that the true state of affairs is known, it is 
generally conceded that the disease must be- 
come epidemic as soon as cold weather 
comes on. , 

LeuIsviItuE, Ky., Nov. 17.—The approach 
of cold weather brings the customary small- 
pox cases. Health-Officer Montgomery says 
the type of disease is not virulent, being suc- 
ces-fully treated at the pest-house. Only 
twenty cases are under treatment.

TAYLORVILLE, III., Nov. 16.— The various 
crimes and misdeeds that have been enacted 
within theconfines of this (Christian) county 
during the past few months haye attracted 
widespread attention and built up for the 
county a reputation that is anything but de- 
sirable. While there is, perhaps, nu more 
crime committed in this than in other coun- 
ties, it has gained a worse reputation than 
others from the fact that none of the crimes 
committed within its boundaries go unnoticed 
andin many cases they are enlarged upon and 
made to appear far more heinous than the y 
really are. While the facts above are main- 
ly true, there are, nevertheless, a great many 
who are looking forward to the approaching 
term of the Circuit Court with a great deal 
of morbid curiosity, expecting and hoping 
to learn that severe and condign punishment 
will be meted out to the perpetrators of 

THE OUTRAGE UPON MISS EMMA BOND. 

This being the case, it will not be amiss, 
perhaps, to give a short outline of the cases 


that will come before the court and grand 


jury, which convenes on the 20th inst, The 
cases on the docket that will attract the most 
attention are those of murder and rape, of 
which there are two of the first named and 
three of the latter. One of each has already 
been acted on by the grand jury, and in- 
dictments found.

OPENING INDIANA AVENUE. 

Ald. Shorey says that the reason for intro: 
ducing the ordinance for opening Indiana ave- 
nue from its present northern terminus to Van 
Buren street—a similar one has boen introduced 
on various occasions during the last ten 
years—is to furnish additienal facilities for 
travel to the people living in the southern sec- 
tion of the city. There are about 100,000 living 
south of Twelfth street and east of Michigan 
avenue, and the number is rapidly increasing, 
and there are not en streets at present to 
accommodate them in coming down-town. The 
expense of opening Indiana avenue from Four- 
teenth would be comparatively littie, certainly 
less now than at any future time. The city, ac- 
cording to the Alderman, has a 4 to lay out 
a street on the east side of Lake Park along 

right-of-way of the Iilinois Central 
whether the title to the land is in 
the city or not, though, probably, the city does 
own the land in question. A few property-own- 
ers had intimated that the street was to be open- 
ed for the use of the South Side Street Railway, 
but this he considered absurd, asit cannot be so 
used without the consent of the Council and a 
majority of the property-owners fronting on the 
street, The Aiderman is opposed to granting 
the privilege. The Lilinois Central, be says. has 
nothing whatever to do with the introduction of 
the ordinance. It would not be benefited, but 
would rather be inconvenienced. One object the 
Alderman had (a introducing the ordinance now 
was to open the street acrossa lat of the rail- 
road's property which it has already leased — 
the Nickel- Plate,“ which road proposed, a 
one time, to build a viaduct over the Num 
Central tracks to the ground now being filled in 
on the leke-front near Thirteenth street. If 
the street is to be opened it would be well to do 
it befere this property is covered by some costly 
improvement. 

SCARLET-FEVER. 

As is pretty generally known, there is a great 
deal of scariet-fever in the city—some 900 cases, 
but Commissioner De Wolf yesterday said it was 
of the miidest type he bad ever known, In pre- 
vious epidemics the death-rate averaged 24 per 
cent of the cases, but this year it is only half of 
1 per cent. 

It is epidemic all over the country,” said he. 

The reason is that we have not bad anything 
like an epidemic of the Kind since the winter of 
1877-78, when we had a very severe one. Since 
that time the accessions to the population of 
children not protected by previous contact with 
disease bave been great—17.000 children are 
bora in this city agnually. Whenever a major- 
ity of even the bealthiest and most favorably 
situated people are not protected from these 
diseases by previous contact with them, an epi- 
demic is sure to visit them from the very nature 
of things, and cannot be prevented. 
The miidnesg of the attack is due to 
the mildness of the weather. The sanitary con- 
dition of a igh pore ny bas nothing to do with 
the “chee pe Fe scariet-fever. The disease bas 
desolated most salubrious and healthy 
— It og most fatal in unésanitury condi- 

ons.” 

Have you any reason to believe that the epi- 
demic may develop into a more virulent type?“ 

“No. I bave not the least idea that it will. 
The death rate as a whole is very low, and we 
a ve no virulent type of disease of any kind in 
the city at this moment. The general death 
rate is very low. It bas not been so low for ten 
years.’ 

“Could you suggest any precautions that 
should be taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease? 

“Only keep those who have not had the dis- 
ease away from the infected houses. 

What about small-pox?”’ 

“We have an odd case now and again, but 
ey to signify.”’ 

i fear any renewed outbreak of it this 
winter?’ 


“No. Our people are protected againet it, and 
there is no cause to fear it.”

Memoir of Sotln A. Dahigren. 
The large octavo volume before us is the 
affectionate tribute of a wife to the memory 


ot an honored husband. Kear-Admiral Dahl- 


Kren was a prominent American naval offi- 
cer, but it is not to a volume like this that we 
would look for an unprejudiced estimate of 
the value of his services.or a scientific analy- 
sis of the merits or demerits of his improved 
system of ordnance. This book contains the 
record of a life spent in faithful service of 
his country. It is a memoir and almost an 
autobiography, since it is chiefly composed 
of extracts from the Admiral’s own journals. 
From the nature of its subject it is enter- 
taining reading, the incidental topics dis- 
cussed giving it dog and interest. With 
all due respeet for Dahligren’s career as a 
sailor, it is not as such or as a com- 
mander that he will be best remem- 
bered. It is as the inventor of the 
system of heavy ordnance bearing his name 
that his fame will be most widespread and 
enduring. Despite the constaut progress 
made in this department of the machinery of 
war, to Admiral Dahlgren belongs the credit 
as a pioneer and originator of the radical 
improvements which have revoluuonized the 
armaments of vessels of war. Mrs. Dahl- 
gren considers apparently that the traditional 
saying in regard to the ingratitude of re- 
publics has been more than verified in this 
instance. She says: 

As yet the country which Admiral Dab 
served with such consuming zeal, and which has 
reaped such enduring benelits us the fruit of 
his inventive genius and unstinted loyal service, 
has not erevted to bis memory orto that of his 
hero son any monumental semblance in marble 
or bronze, or wade any adequate recogni or 
his merits.

Young Dahlgren traveled nearly around the 
world during these early years of his service, 
and his comments on what he saw are eunter- 
taining aud show acute powers of observa- 


nished the detalls of his life as 
an ordnance offlcer during the next 
sixteen years, at the close of which he was 
Chief of Ordnance of the Navy. The prim- 
itive condition of naval ordnance at time 
that he began his labors for its improvement 
may be understood from the fact that the 
percussion lock was being generally intro- 
duced as an admitted improvement on the 
match and flint lock; that the present elevat- 
ing or tangent sight Was only in contempla- 
tion; that shells with their fuses were being 
cautiously allowed to come very slowly into 
our ships, and the old shot system, with the 
thirty-two-pounder as its representative, had 
just received a solemn revision of confirma- 
tion at the hands of a board of veterans, be- 
ing but a copy of the last English decree on 
the subject. Dahlgren's first invention was 
a perforated hammer; then his boat howitz- 
ers; then improved "primers, and the nine- 
inch snell gun. His theory. was that the 
heaviest cannon which are manage- 
able should be carried on shi 
and ali his efforts were direc 
toward perfecting guns to comply with these 
requisits, One of his pithy remarks in re- 
gard to ships of war was: Speed is an es- 
sential requisit for a first-class ship of war, 
but essential only to go into action, not out 
of it.“ The third part of the work treats of 
Dahlgren’s services during the Rebellion in 
command ot the Washington Navy-yard, and 
as the successor of Dupont in command of 
the South Atlantic blockading squadron, 
and subsequently in command of the South 
Pacific fleet. 
It is hardly possible to give an adequate 
idea of the contents of such a book in the 
space to which a newspaper article must of 
necessity be restricted. There is a preponder- 
ance of italics and small capitals which are 
entirely unnecessary, detract from the 
appearance of the’ book, and emphasize 
nothing because of their so constant use. 
But otherwise Mrs. Dahigren is tobe com- 
mended for her share of the work. She was 
evidently in close sympathy with her hus- 
band and interested in the results of all his 
labors. And such a work as she has pre- 
pared is but a tribute of justice toa gallant 
officer and a thorqugh, devoted patriot. The

The Life and Letters of Lieber, 
Dr. Francis. Lieber was a political exile 
who made his home in this country and at- 
tained no little fame as an instruetor in and 
writer on politico-economic questions. But 
a short time ago a two-volume memoir of the 
man, containing also the most important of 
his miscellaneous writings, was prepared and 
published by Prof. D. C. Gilman. The present 
substantial volume is mainly a collection of 
Dr.. Lieber’s own letters to prominent 
men in this country and elsewhere. Im- 
portant as these documents may be to the 
friends of the deteased Professor, they must 
necessarily possess much less general inter- 
est than would the letters sent to the Doctor 
from these same correspondents. Taking 
this work in connection with Prof. Gilman’s, 
however, we have a very complete biography 
of the publicist. Considering it alone, it is 
a compendium of the opinions of a dis- 
tinguished thinker on many public ques- 
tions, but will ba found rather dull reading

A German Writer on Dartvin’s Theories. 
“The Theories of Darwin, and Their Re- 
lation to Philosophy, Religion, and Moral- 
ity,“ by Rudolf Schmid—translated by G. A. 
Zimmerman—is a work the value of which 
will be estimated in widely differing degrees 
of praise or censure, according to the stand- 
point of the reader. It is intended asa bridge 
across that chasm which many find yawn- 
ing betw scientific investigation and the 
religion of the Bible. That this, according 
to Mr. Schmid’s belief, can only be done by 
tampering with neither side is clearly stated 
in the writer’s own ringing assertion on page 
249: “Inno way, not even the most in- 
direct, can we approve that method of book- 
keeping by which something can be true in 
regard to religion and false in regard to 
science, or vice versa.” That the union of 
advanced scientific doctrine with humble re- 
ligious faith is not only eapable of proof, 
but has been proven, is illustrated by 
the deserved tribute from the greatest 
of materialists, Haeckel, to the naturalist 
Alexander Braun, of Berlin, of whom Mr.

Live-Stock Notes. 

Hereford cattle were first imported into 
America by Henry Clay in 1815. 

A great many merino sheep bred in Cali- 
fornia are being imported into Texas. 

A letter from Russell. Kas., says that sheep 
in that part of the country look well, and are 
going into the winter in good flesh. 


Increased enterprise in agriculture is 


shown by the cost of live stock imported into 
the United States, In 1881 tue value was $3,675,- 
581, and itis believed that this year the figures 
will reach nearly $5,000,000. 


Gen. L. F. Ross, of Iowa City, recently re- 
ceived from G. F. Tobee, of Patterson, N. .

which makes his herd number nineteen polled 
cat tle. 


Messrs, Robertson Bros., of Colac, Victo- 
ria, whose stock is so well known for purity of 
breeding, have lately sold to Mr. Archer, of 
Gracemere Station, Rockbampton District, fifty 
highly-bred 2-year-oid Short-Horn beifers. The 
introduction of such animals into Queensland 
will greatly improve the herds of the colony. 

Familiarity with the live-stock markets 
this year shows plainly that the breeding of 
good cattle is still in its infancy, and upon this 
depends the quality in our berds and the protits 
of the farmers. ‘There can be too much of any- 
thing, but with the requirements of beef pro- 
duction and the dairies it will be many years be- 
fore an excess of breeding stock cau become 
detrimental! to the business. 

An American who has carefully experi- 
mented in feeding cattle on turnips, gives his 
opinion that if a liberal allowance of grain is 
given them at the same time no odor will be 


which, with a true inwardness troubled by a 
dose generously furnished by the housewife, 
have crawled into the drainto mingle their 
dust with the rotting wood. 

Sometimes through the waste-pipe from 
the kitchen-sink outlet to the cellar-drain is 
given to all the refuse which can be made to 
pers through the pipe, to be in time followed 

y the water of the weekly washing. in which 
is the effete matter left in their clothing by 
people in nealth, or mayhap the living germs 
of scariet-fever, diphtheria, or diseases, if 
possible, even more deadly than these. Lodg- 
ing in the drain, these wait to be drawn again 
into and through the hduse by the currents 
created by the household fires. In the even 
temperature of the drain and cellar the proc- 
ess of decay and germination of disease will 
scarcely be checked even in severe winter; 
but their emanations must rise through and 
permeate the living-rooms above, for in win- 
ter the cellar will be tightly closed. 

Built upon the surface of well-drained 
earth, a storehouse for vegetables and the 
many things which are now stored in the cel- 
lar would cost little if any more than would 
a cellar of like capacity. Proper precautions 
would make its walls almost proof against 
the heaviest frosts, and an inexpensive and 
easily-manpaged stove would insure against 
freezing. Placed near the kitchen and con- 
nected by an inclosed passage, the out-door 
cellar would be more easily accessible and in 
many ways more convenient than the cellar 
can be. The women would no longer be 
compelled to carefully kick their skirts aside 
as thev toll step by step up the dark and nar- 
row stairs with their arms filled with pan 
plates, jars, and lamps, lugging up piecemea 
the stores the farmer tugged manfully to 
tarry down throug the far more — 
outside entrance, 

Light, ventilagog warmth in winter and 
coolness ia sum Convenience and com- 
fort for the housewife, and comparative im- 
munity from disease—all these may be se- 
cured by making the cellar separate from, 
yet near, the house. The extra cost, if any 
there be, will ve repaid an hundred-fold by 
the relief from toil which bears most hardly 
upon the weary housewife, but heavily 
enough upon all. The cellar is a relic of the 
underground dungeons of ancient days and 
a dangerous nuisance which should be for- 
ever abolished.

ily slaves who hasten to escape from merci- 
less bondage; that her weary round of toil 
and care make of the mother a sallow, 


wrinkled, and bent machine, lifting never a 
thought beyond the narrow rut in which the 
wheels of her lite roll ceaselesly, or drive 
her to find in the asylum for insane a sorry 


chair. John 6. Lemmon, a member of the

Texas Land Sold for an English Colony. 
Mempnis (Tenn.) Avalanche, Nov. 22. 

One of the largest sales of land ever known 
was effected by Capt. W. G. Veal, of Dallas, 
Tex. He sold 4,500,000 acres of land in West- 
ern and Northwestern Texas to an English 
combany. ‘This company will sell alternate 
tracts of froin 200 to 500 acres to European 
immigrants wishine to settle upon it. The 
settlers. will improve their possessions, and 
by so doing will increase the value of the re- 
served tracts. In many parts of Texas the 
value of land has doubled itself in the last 
two years. Within six years land that was 
bought for $1 an acre has been kuown to 
bring from $20 to $30, The Texans, in many 
parts, do not look with favor upon these ex- 
tensive English purchases. They are afraid 
of the tyranny of landlordism. ‘They forget 
that there is a great deal more land in Texas 
than in the whole of the British Isles.

OnicaGo, Nov. N. -The infamous condition of 
Chicago ‘streets is, of course, as everybody 
knows, a byword throughout the land.

THE DREXEL FOUNTAIN. 


Completion of the Work Except the 
Statae of the Donor. 

The magnificent bronze fountain which the 
generosity of Francis A. and Anthony J. Drexel, 
the beads of the well-known banking firm, has 
contributed to the further adorument of Chi- 
cago’'s tinest boulevard, is now in piace, and ex- 
cept for the statue which is to surmount it, and 
which will not be put in position until next 
spring, the work is practically complete. As 
Tur TRIBUNE bas already stuted, this beautiful 
artistic creation is intended by the Drexel broth- 
ers as a memorial totneir late father, after 
whom Drexel boulevard was named, and it fitly 
occupies a magniticent site on the south side of 
the boulevard, where it curves iato Fifty-first 
street. The last ot the castings was placed in 
position yesterday afternoon, and, as the fount 
ain will today be boxed up for the winter. a more 
detailed description of it than has heretofore 
been given will be in order. 

The base of the work is of granit and is very 
massive and simple, although graceful in its 
lines. It consists ot a basin twenty-three and 
one-half feet in diameter, from the centre of 
which rises a granit pedestal four feet high, 
with out corners and brackets. All above this is 
of bronze, the castings baving becn made in 
Cnarles Heaton’s foundry, at Philadelphia, from 
designs and models furnished by Mr. 
Henry Manger, a sculptor of that city. 
Messrs. E. E. Cleft and Harry Sixt have 
bad.charge of the finishing, and have 
been engaged during the lust three weeks 
‘iu putting in place the forty-six Castings which 
compose the work, and in fitting them together. 
This part of the work requires considerable ex- 
perience and skill, and will not be completed for 
two or tbree weeks more. Mr. Heaton was on 
the ground superintending operations until a 
day or two since, but was compelied to return 
home.

THE FOUNDATION PROPER, 

resting on the granit base, is quadrangular in 
shape. From euch side ot this there extend 
large basins in the shape of scaliop-shbells, and 
each of the four niches above contains an alie- 
gorical tableau in high relief, presenting the 
idea of water in its several forms of 
ocean, lake, river, and spring. On the 
east face is seen old Neptune, trident 
in hand and movnated upon a dolpbin, the 
railing waves tossing wildly around the old sea- 
god and his living stip.

HENNEPIN. CANAL, 


A Defense of the Rock Island Route 
and Sharp Criticism of the Meredosia 
Route, e 

To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Rock IST. Ax. III., Nov. 15,—I. notice in 
your issue of the 11th inst. a communication 
in relation th the survey and location of the 
Hennepin Canal, .which, to one familiar with 
the subject, seems to deal entirely in unwar- 
ranted and 
ference. 


For instance, the assertion that 
„Mr. Herr, the Engineer-in-Chief, will have 
finished the survey of the Hennepin Canal,“ 
as your cortespondent would make it appear, 
when he reaches the Mississippi at or above 
New Albany,” is but on a par with the rest. 
Mr. Herr is not the Engineer-in-Chief, 
He is one of three who have had charge of 
different surveying parties. Maj. Benyard 
has charge of all surveys, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War, and there is no 
intention whatever of leaving out the only 
practicable route that exists for connecting 
the Mississippi with the Illinois “at or near 
Hennepin,” as is intimated by Mr, Haff, 
When 1 assert that the route near Rock 
Island is the only route that can be 
successfully made available, I think I 
but echo the sentiment. of every person 
familiar with the country. Engineers, offi- 
cers, and citizens have had their attention 
called to the matter for the past twenty-five 
or more years, and have known of the 
swamps morasses of the Meredosia, and 
those between the Rock and Green Rivers 
during ali that time, still it has been left to 

o enemies of the entire crnal project to 
bring this Meredosia route into prominence 
in order 1 they might thus, by creating 
a pea defeat the whole enterprise. 
They well know that if they could get à sur- 
vey and report of a route heretofore un- 
thought of ja defeat for the present would be 
assured.

The work of exhaustive survey goes steac- 


ily on, and though it may take more time 


than was at first contemplated to finish the 
report, it is still hoped that it will be com- 
fe in time for action by the present Con- 

ress. 

As the subject of routes has been called in- 
to promifence it may not be amiss to make a 
few suggestive comparisons. The Rock 
Island and the Meredosia slough survey would 
have a common route from Hennepin thirty 
From that common 

the Rock Island route would 
follow jown the Green River, 
over an easy grade, through a rich farming 
country, haying a substantial soil, to the 
Rock River, thence on an n near 
the line of the Rock Island lroad, to a 
point above Moline, or would tollow down 
the Kock River either on an easy grade or by 
slack-water navigation to Rock Island. This 
entire rodtq is fairly easy to construct, hay- 
ing but little loose bog or morass, but little 
if any objettionable: sand stretches, and no 
neces to work in rock, When construct- 
ed it will be reliable and cost but little for 
maintenance, 

‘The route by the Meredosia, while it is of 
about the same length and will presenta 
very level profile that might deceivea novice, 
is in fact the very worst piace in the State of 
Illinois for the construction of a canal to be 
maintained for commercial uses, for the fol- 
lowing amohg other reasons: The country 
through which it passes from the Green 
River to the Rock River is a low-lying suc- 
cession of morasses, so low as to be over- 
flowed by even a triflinz rise of the rivers. 
The spongy, uncertain soil, of unknown 
depth, is level 1 to the eye, for it is 
usually covered with water, except where 
the drift sand has lodged upon it. At 
high water it is submerged from five to 
ten feet in depth. This route presents 
all the worst features of the celebrated Mon- 
tezuma swamp son the Erie Canal, that has 
been such a continuous source of expense to 
the State of New York. with the addition of 
a greater overflow. While it might, were it 
possible, bela good deed for the Government 
to drain these marshes to redeem many 
thousands of acres of land now worthless, 
it would be found ag difficult as it has 
proved to the Roman Empire for thousands 
of years fo drain the Pontine marshes 
that exhale their fatal mlasma over Rome. 
The twelve or fifteen miles of the route be- 
tween the Hock and Mississippi Rivers are of 
a similar character. The Meredosia, though, 
isso flat that a few feet of rise formsa 
channel, or rather a broad sheet of water 
from the Mississippi to the Rock River. Tné 
soil is treacherous, and even dangerous, and 
cattle are said to disappear through the bog 
and qutuicksands. This slough serves as a 
safety-valve to the Mississippi, letting off its 
surplus water when the rocky channel below 
is full, otherwise the Government works on 
Rock Island would be flooded, the dam swept 
away, aud the City of Rock Island inundated, 
if not swept from existence. As it is, extreme 
auxiety has been felt when the raging waters 
reached within afew inches of the top of 
the Government dam, Engineering skill 
might, if backed by Government millions, 
devise and execute plans to prevent the river 
from using this low-lying marsh as a Satety- 
valve, but such a result would precipitate 
the flood of waters on to the island and city 
below. Na engineering skill can ever pro- 
tect the canal built on these low lands from 
their owu instability or the action of thuoding 
waters from other sources. 

It is hardly worth while to make compari- 
sons with a route that has never been 
thought worthy of notice by the friends of 
the canal, but has only been brought forward 
by enemiesjas a means of a this great 
National measure. The Rock Island route 
stands alone as incomparable in a whole line 
of advantages. It is the only route that has 
been before the people. It has been recog- 
nized as striking the centre of the count 
expected th furnish business for the canal, 
The difficulty of carrying freight up the 
rapids, and the ease with which it can be 
brought down, is understood. This item 
alone would be millions tn its favor. It taps 
the river ata point where railroads centre, 
where there is now established a large com- 
mercial ani manufacturing business, and 
where there are now 60.000 people: 
while the oppposing route ends 
in morass, opposit a country of morasses in 
Iowa, with not a thousand people, ail told. 
within five miles of its termmus and no rail- 
road within ten miles. What a burlesque! 

Last, but not least, the old route terminates 
near the Government armory and arsenal on 
Rock Island, to which vast quantities of ma- 
terial are to be transported, and from which 
the most convenient outlets should be had. 
In 1864 the United States Senate voted to 
construct 4 ship canal between the river and 
the lakes, mainly on the ground of its im- 
portance a military measure. Is it not 
probable th future generations may see 
that this 3 Was born in wisdom, and 
carry out the plans that then so nearly at- 
tained success? Would @ canal above the 
rapids thirty miles up the river be thought 
of for this purpose? Let us be wise and not 
allow our forces to be divided in the face 
of the enemy.

HARMONIC TELEGRAPHY. 


The System to Be Working Mere by 
January—Description of the Wire— 
How the Thing Works—Dr. Grays 
Declaration, 

The new instruments of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company have arrived and are on ex- 
hibition at the office of Elisha Gray, inventor 
of the system of harmonic telegraph, in the 
Mutual Union Building, La Salle and Wash- 
ington street. The wire here fexhibited is 
attracting great attention from electricians. 
It consists of a steel core Inclosed in copper 
put on by an  electro-plating process. 
The copper weighs 500 pounds to the mile, 
and the steel 200. Thecdéils area half mile 
in length each, and are riveted together by 
metal plates filled in with solder. Dr. Gray 
was 3 by electricians something aft- 
er this manner: 

„Will not this wire rut off wherever a flaw 
appears in the copper?

COMMEROIAL. 


The leading produce markets were unusually 
quiet yesterday, There was‘an electric storm 
which “downed” the wires and left members 
of the Board of Trade largely to the devices of 
their own hearts. In the absence of dispatches 
thoy were not inclined to do much trading. 
especially as they were full of the subject of 
corner rules and discussions thereupon. To- 
wards the close the markets strengthened on a 
better demand, with some rumors of impending 
war between Austria and Russia. The season 
of navigation is pearly closed; and things began 
to assume the aspect of winter trading. 

Provisions were quiet and irreguiarty lower. 
Pork declined 150 and lard 5@10c, while meats 
were little better than nominal. Hogs were 
quoted firm, with a smaller supply, but the 
weakening in corn caused buyers of pork 
product to fall back. At the resulting decline 
there was some buying by parties who had sold 
the previous day, and pork and meats advanced 
to 240 above the latest prices of Thursday, 
while lard closed about the same, except that 
the year was éasier. Holders of cash product 
described the shipping demand as very dull; but 
they were firm in their views, and not disposed 
to soli at materially lower figures. There was, 
however, a little doing in boxed lotson foreign 
account. On the afternoon call the market was 
firm. 

Flotir was in moderate export demand, though 
with less doing than the previous day, and deal- 
ers noted no change in prices. The local trade 
was dull. Bran and middlings were in fair de- 
mand and firm. 

Wheat was quiet and irregular in tone. The 
market declined about e in the early part of 
the day, and recovered later to about the latest 
prices of Thursday. with a littie the most 
strength in the more deferred futures. There 
was a fair demand for car-lots early at the re- 
duction, the fact of small receipts here and very 
bad weather in England causing buyers to re- 
gard the wheat as good property. But it was 
said there were no export orders on the market, 
and after midday some lots were soid by parties 
who bad previously bought. They found they

The demand for dairy products 
was light and prices remained nominally steady; 
only fine goods were held with any show of firm- 
ness. The trade in oils was fairly active and 
prices were firm. Dealers in coal and pig-irou 
report continued quiet. 

In greeu fruits apples remain steady. Oranges 
and lemons are in fair supply and steady. Fiori- 
das are coming forward fairly and generally in 
fair condigon. Eggs steady at 26c per doz. Hides 
and tallow quiet and unchanged. Potatoes are 
going out fairly at 45@56c per bu by the car-lot 
ou track. Poultry was plenty and prices easier 
allaround. In timothy-seed there was hardly 
enough business to establish a market, prime 
being quotable at $1.60. Clover-seed aleo 
showed light offerings, prime being salable at 
$5.50@5.55. Flaxseed was a shade better, sell- 
ing at $1.16@1.16% on track. Hay was quiet and 
steady at Thursday's quotations. 

The petition to change the rules of tne Board 
of Trade has received about 450 signatures. The 
proposition is to cut out simply that part which 
provides for logisiation in case the short thinks 
the price fictitious. The rule would then pro- 
vide, as now, that the short may settle at the 
average price of the last day. 

It is evident that, as Tilden remarked, “ The 
people desire a change.“ But there is always 
danger of going too far in amending an evil. 
The temptation is to slop over on the other 
side. In this respect the proposition to discuss 
the matter at a called meeting of the 
Board of Trade next Monday afternoon is emi- 
nentiy a wise one. It is to be hoped that it will 
be a discussion and nota bear-garden, as too 
many meetings of the board have turned out to 
be. There can be no reasonable doubt that the 
corner rules of the board have outlived their 
usefulness; the thing now to be dune is to im- 
prove upon the past. To this end it is not well 
to act too hastily. Better refer the matter to a 
large committee of representative men, as there 
is little immediate danger of another corner. It 
might prove to be the last committee; there was 
no occasion for such things. before the corner 
rules were adopted. 

The question suggests itself if it would not be 
well to abolish all penalties as well as all 
edrner rules, but to provide for margining down 
to 10 per cout below the price of a named arti- 
cle for the lowest future month. This would 
sufficiently protect trades, and might be followed 
by the way webs a custom, if not a rule, to let 
intentional defaulters trade by themselves. 

The boys were yesterday suggesting the name 
of H. C. Ranney as next President of the Board 
of Trade. 

The books of McGeoch. Evermgham & Co. 
show that on the last day of September N. H. 
Warren sold to that firm 4,178 bu and 10 Ibe of 
No. 2 wheat at $1.06% per bu, and got the money. 
It will be remembered that N. H. Warren was 
one of the three gentiemen who found, on bear- 
ing all the evidence in the case that the wheat 
was worth only $1.02 per bu on that day.

To an out- 
sider it looks as if wheat was worth either 940 
or $1.06, and the award should bave been Cesar 
or nothing.

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BUTTER. 


Aw Impression That it Will Not Aa- 
Vance in Price—Influeace of But- 
terine. 

Just about this time of the year the careful 
head of the family begins to look forward to the 
time when be must squander his earnings for 
high-priced butter or delude his confiding tam- 
ily with the specious but untamabie butterine. 
To satisfy this class and show them what they 
are to be prepared for, @ reporter yesterday 
dropped in on a number of heavy dealers on 
South Water street to get at their ideas of the 
future of the market. 

He found that yesterday the market was slow 
for alt but the finest grades, and these were by 
no means strong at from W to 3 cents per 
pound in large tubs. Inamali packages of about 
nine pounds the price rules about a cent bigher. 
For the poorer grades there were but few calls. 
ulthougu there was a heavy stock on hand, and 
prices were uousualiy slow at 200 cents. 
These prices are for creamery butter. The 
dairy butter can do bad at from three to five 
cents fess. Fancy dairy butter, of known 
brands brings about as much as the creameries. 
The cheaper grades of dairy were selling at 
from 24 to 28 cents per pound in tubs. 

It was evident from conversations with dif- 
ferent dealers that the butterine factories were 
buying a good deal of butter for mixing, 
Hence it is that the market keeps up, and it 
ulso follows that the butterine men will not be 
persecuted while they afford a good market for 
the legitimate article. Prices for butter are 
doubtless affected by the butteri makers, but 
the legitimate dealers are oot inclined to kick so 
long as the market is fairly active. 

Prices for butter today are within a cent or 
so of what they were the corres ing day of 
lust year. Late in the season last your, how- 
ever, there were a few days when the choice 
8 were quoted at 4030 cents.

petition, may not advance materially, while the 
ehvice creameries and dairies, which cannot 
be successfully imitated, may be pushed up to 
fancy prices. dealers unite In saying that 
there is no practical test for the discovery of 
butterine. and that its honest sale depends much 
on the character of the dealer. Still, they say, 
there is but little of it“ on the street,” and the 
regular dealers do not handle it at all. The but- 
terine is, nevertheless, having its ifttluence, and 
that influence is toward lower prices. The but- 
terine contains but 380 per cent of pure butter, 
and bence every pound soid takes place of 
three pounds of butter in the market. On the 
whole, therefore, seem to be that 
butter will not advunce to fancy prices this sen- 
son, in spite of the continued shortage of éorn 
and stock. 

Of late there has come to be a marked dis- 
tinction between creamery and dairy butter. In 
the former case de farmers take ir milk to 
the cheese factories and creameries. There it is 
treated with ali the care science and experience 
can suggest. It is skimmed at just the rigut 
moment, and in this way the most vaiuabie 
grades of butter are produced. On the farm, on 
the otner hand, wwe dalry men or maids bave 
other duties to perford, and while they are cook- 
ing breakfast or chopping wood may jose valu- 
able moments in the dairy. It is simply a ques- 
tion of care and intelligence, and there is no 
reason why the farmer sbould not produce as 
wood an article as the creameries. That he does 
not is evidenced by the difference in price. Still 
there are many people who dave a prejudice 
against the creameries, and really choiee dairy 
butter is always very near the top of the market. 


BUILDING NOTES. 


A New Opera-House at State and Twen- 
ty-second Streets. 

The prospects now are that Chicago is to have 
agrand opera-house—at least on paper. The 
projectors have kept remarkably quiet about 
the matter, and even when they could keep 
quiet no longer disclose as little as possible of 
their intentions, except in the vaguest of ways. 
The project bas, however, taken definit form, 
and it is very possibie that it may be successful. 
The Ulrich Opera- House Company was incor- 
porated yesterday at Springfield, with a capital 
of $75,000. The tocorporators are Wilifam Ed- 
ings, H. R. Newman, W. H. Howland, John King, 
and E. B. Jennings. Mr. Eames, who is to be 
the manager of the new overa-house, is es- 
gaged at present on the staf of a dra- 
matic weekly in this city. The company 
proposes to erect an opera-house on the site of 
the old Utrich Hotei at the sou st corner of 
State and T'wenty-second streets. It will be 
first-class in all its appointments. they say, and 
will bave a stage as large as that in Haverly's 
Theatre—if nut larger.
